Testimony of Doctors 


Indicate

The remain- of 
' little two year 
ok! Lilly William* were taken from the 
waters of the Mississippi la~t night 
shortly after 0 o'clock, and the -upjH»*i 
tion that tile child hail lost its life in 
the 
river proved correct, and when 
the events of that awful night on the 
hanks of the river, when three grown 
people are suppoaed to have had evil 
designs on the life of a 
poor little de 
fenceless girl, are reiterated, the terri 
Idleness of the crime grows apace and 
the outrageous deed ha- not a parallel 
in the history of this county. 
Chief of Police Sargent, with a crew 
of men, went down to th e river again 
la-t 
night 
with a 
boat 
and drag 
hook and at tir-t the men covered all 
the river between the road anil the rail­ 
road bridge where it was th ought the 
body might be. 
It was th o u g h t if the 
girl had been thrown in or had fallen in 
between 
the 
two bridges th at the 
-trength of the eddy, which is half way 
between the two bridges, would take 
the l>ody to the bottom almost in the 
center of the eddy. 
An hour was therefore spent in 
this 
vicinity but it was of no avail. 
Finally 
it was suggested th a t the crew go below 
the road bridge and drag the river for a 
distance of several rods down. it being 
thought perhaps that the current might 
carry the body down below the eddy. 
I hi theory was a correct one for the 
body was soon found a few rods below 
the bridge. 
It wa- not on the bottom, 
b ut was just beneath several logs and 
was almost on the surface. 
The body was brought up town ami 
was taken to the Losev A: I lean morgue 
and was turned over to Coroner ( M e r 
lurid and was held for the inquest this 
afternoon. 
The incidents .surrounding the death 
of the little girl -cern now to be the 
most cruel imaginable. 
There .-cern- to 
have been a design to p u t the little girl 
out of th** way at any c o t . 
The motive for the crime seems to 
have been given out in the statem ent of 


Mrs. Williams, who stated that both 
Burrig and Dill wanted her to do away 


A ith the child. 
The woman has been 
poor. very i>oor. for some time. and it is 
said th a t the above men told her th a t 
with the baby out of the way she could 
make a good livelihood. 
W hen 
Burrig 
was over in the park with the woman 
and Dill had the baby, it 
is th o u g h t 
t h a t the murder was planned here, b u t 
this miscarried and it 
was finally de 
cided to take the child to the river 
where it was thrown in. 
When taken from the river there were 
no sign- of violence having been com­ 
mitted on the body of the young child, 
and it is believed by the jioliee that she 
wa.- thrown in 
without 
the slighte-t 
warning. 


VK (TH I K SAI I) TO HAV I CONFESS Kl J. 


Mr-. Mary Williams, the mother of the 
dead girl, is -aid to have made a partial 
confession which implicates not only 
herself but both Burrig and Dill, and a 
woman that could have been a party to 
the dastardly crime is a w retch of the 
deepest dye and should Eh* dealt 
w ith 
unmercifully. 
It is reported th at she 


w a s informed at the county jail of the 
finding of the laxly of her litt!** g;rl in 
the M i s - i s - ipp! riv er and she thought 
everything would come out and told a 


s t o r y confessing the crime. 
The -tory 
a- given in the D isp a tc h yesterday wa- 
reiterated by the woman, and all 
her 
movements with those of 
Burrig and 
Dill during th** night were gone over. 


The same story was told regarding 
her trip across the river with Dill and 
how they came back and laid down on 
the bank of the river, except 
that she 
added that Dill with her consent took 
the baby in his arms, carried it to the 
brink of the river and threw it in. 
She 
sat down en the bank and 
heard her 
babe’s last - ream-. 
IHI INKIEST COMMENCED. 


T h - afternoon 
Coroner 
Osterlund 
summoned the following gentlemen who 
composed the jury to inquire into the 
caus** of the death of the child:

Thabes. 
Drs. J, A. T habe- and Keimstead 
were called in this morning and held a 
P M morten and at the inquest this after 
noon Dr. Thabe* was the tirst w itness 
to be called. 
He testified that he had 
examined the laxly of the little girl: 
that he had found a child about the age 
of two years and a half. 
It had bien 
well nourished and 
the examination 
did not reveal any violence to the boily 
or head Vie fore death. 
There were no bruises, contusions or 
broken lames. 
Internally the organs 
were in a normal condition except the 
liver, which was slightly congested. 
There was no water in the stomach 
and very little in th** intestines. 
It 
would 
generally Vie* supposed 
where 
there is an absence of water th a t sonic 
other cause must be assigned for the 
death of th** child, but the theory or 
opinion given bv the doe tor was that 
the girl had drowned. 
The explanation 
of th** absence of water in th** stomach 
w as given as perhaps resulting from the 
body striking the water and rendering 
th** little* girl unconscious. 
Dr. Riemestad was also called ami he 
virtually verified th** testimony given by 
I >r. Th a lies, assigning the caus** of death 
as drowning.
